After this difcourfe,hc examins what [s related 9f a pertain Spice, 
ct\UiPmieftt4 diCMpa„ wHch Ct4paii a province of Gfi/ttimU fii 
New Spain-, and eftec'mis that Spiceto be the fame with WhatHr^- 
»<»Wf«,defcribes under the name of JTtfffflJwfoV/^, or Pefe.diTAvafco : 
which by his dcfcription feeffis to be the very fame with our famMica' 
pfpl>er,it having thofe fcveral tafts ofCloves,Pepper,Cinamon,Ginger. 
Mean time the virtue, for which it is by writers commended, againft 
the EpHepfy andthe 6mtafere»a, he faith he could never find in it< 
though he acknowledg it to be a goodCephaiic,and veryStomacbical, 

Next, he fpeaJts of thepraifcs given to Chinn-fennel againft many in- 
firmities, though he found it little better than the European Fennel, 
Annis,and Curain.What Ximenes relates of the chips of Sajfafroi fthztt 
being kepty or 8 days in Sea-water, they make it frefli and potable, 
he was not fo happy to find true, though he kept Saffafras thin fliced, 
in confiderable quantity,infufed'20 days in a fraall proportion of Sea« 
water. What is written of the Root^o^w Zoj!»«P/»«Vo, growing in 
Zmguekm- in Africa, and of the Rootl)f///j Manique^hoth commended 
for their virtue of Infallibly caring Tertians and Quartans, and the 
bitings and ilingings of venomous animals, he had neither the good 
fortune to difcover.Further,what is recorded of the Ihrub ofCheggio, 
a laftefcent plant, found in Camhja, that the knobs and beards of it, 
"that look Nord-ward.are only Anti-apopledica1,but thofe that look 
South- ward, are fo far from being endowM with that virtue , that 
they are poifonous and deadly; he could not find- to anfwer his Try- 
als: Neither could he find any great matter in the celebrated wood 
of C<j/a«;^<?,nor the Vanillai., nor the wood oi Labor and Sdor. But he 
mufl: acknowledge the virtue of the Bark of the PernUn Tree in G^a- 
J4chii, known by the name oichina di China, curing Quartans and all 
forts of Tertians. He wiflKth,it were as true, what is recorded in the 
pnife of thofe two Herbs of China,ca[]ed fw/aand Gadfeng, whereof 
the former is faid to render men Immortal, the other,to preferve thera 
always in good health. 

He cannot believe vihit Martlnim'xn \\U Atlai relates of certain 
Fiery PitsinC^w^, able to drefsany meat in them, and uncapableto 
confume wood: iVor what is written of the two Rivers, Ghi^mo and 
Jo,iti the province of Jr,f«/»,the waters of which are faid to be fo pure 
and light, that the lightelt ftraw iinks in them'. Nor that the Leaves of 
certain Trees are metaraorphos'd into SwallowSiUor laftly,that in the 
Seas olChim there are certain fcaly Fiihes of a Saffron- colour, which 
in winter live in the water, but in fpring caft their fcales, get feathers 
and wings, and fo fly a Oiorc into the woods.and their live all furaMCt 
and autumn, but-then return to their former ftiape and betake them*
